Gen. de Gaulle 
To Leave Soon 
For N. Africa

LONDON, March 16. — Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle probably will 
leave for North Africa within the 
next two weeks for what may be 
a final conference with Gen. | 
Henri Honore Giraud to unite all 
Frenchmen fighting the Axis, dip- 
lomatic observers said today. 

Giraud announced last night in 
Algiers that he is ready to receive 
de Gaulle. His message was sent to 
Gen. Georges Catroux, Fighting | 
French delegate general in Syria, 
who represented de Gaulle in pre- 
liminary conversations with Giraud, | 
De Gaulle and the French Na- 
tional Committee, governing body 
of the Fighting French, met this | 
morning, presumably to discuss Gir- 
aud’s message. 
PLEASES DE GAULLE 
De Gaulle was said to have been 
impressed favorably by the turn of 
events in North Africa. Particularly | 
by reports, so far unconfirmed, that 
Gen, Jean Bergeret, deputy celvil 
commander of French North Africa, 
and Jean Rigaud, political affairs 
secretary, have resigned from the 
Giraud government. 

The Fighting French have re- 
garded the retention of Bergeret, 
former Vichy air minister, and 
Rigaud, also a Vichyite, as an 
obstacle to any union with the 
Giraudists. 

Even before Giraud’s invitation 
was made known, de Gaulle yester- 
day expressed his readiness to go 
to North Africa to arrange for 
closer collaboration between, and

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Salvage Fats Needed 


dmonton housewives have been told 
of the urgent need for fats in the Salvage 
drive, and the National Salvage Committee 
of Edmonton has arranged to give theatre 
tickets to children who bring .a certain 
quantity of fat to their schools. 

This attempt to interest children in 
salvage work is an excellent idea. ‘But so 
compelling is the immediate need for fats 
that the consciousness of it must be 
awakened in every member of the family 

Modern warfare depends upon high 
explosives. Unless we have the materials 
for these explosives, our forces are ab- 
solutely helpless. Fats supply the basic 
and most essential element in the manu- 
facture of explosives. 

One hundred pounds of fat will yield 
10 pounds of glycerin. One hundred 
pounds of glycerin will yield 780 pounds 
of high explosives, or 600 pounds of cord- 
ite, or 600 rounds of machine gun ammuni- 
tion, or will make 180 tank mines. 

All this means that whenever one tea- 
spoonful of fat or grease is allowed to 
trickle down the sink or is thrown in the 
garbage can, our forces are being deprived 
of munitions with which to save their lives, 
as well as civilization. 

If every man, woman and child in Can- 
ada could salvage as little as two ounces 
of fat each week, this country would have 
plenty of glycerin to go on with. And two 
ounces a week could easily be saved and 
tried out of those fatty meat scraps that 
the average person pushes to one side of 
his plate at meal times. 

This drive for fats is more than a de- 
vice for interesting children. It represents 
a highly serious national emergency. 

Every Edmonton housewife should con- 
sider the situation with becoming serious- 
ness.

Something Stirring? 


Archbishop Spellman of New York has 
been conferring with General Eisenhower 
in North Africa, after having interviewed 
the authorities at Lisbon, talked with 
Franco at Madrid, and visited the Vatican. 

Naturally, rumors: have arisen that a 
movement is afoot behind the scenes to 
take Italy out of the war. There are less 
probabie subjects of surmise. That the 
Archbishop went to Europe on strictly 
Church business does not seem likely, since 
his tour has included a meeting’ with the 
military leader in North Africa. 

Mussolini has gambled away the Italian 
possessions oversea and bankrupted the 
country. With German garrisons holding 
key points in Italy itself it must be plain 
to the masses there that they stand to gain 
nothing even in the theoretical possibility 
of an Axis victory. And equally plain to 
them that what they have suffered is only 
the beginning of woes if they are to con- 
tinue to fight Hitler's battles. 

As a nation the Italians have never 
seemed to be more than submissive to the 
Mussolini war plans, and that they would 
gladly escape further punishment can 
hardly be doubted. The recall of Italian 
divisions from the Russian front — an- 
nounced at Rome some days ago — was a 
clear indication of the pressure of anti-war 
feeling among the populace, feeling already 
strong enough that the Fascist bosses did 
not dare to defy it. 

Italy had no just cause of quarrel with 
Britain, or with France, Pi, with the United 
States. It was made a cat’s paw of the 
Nazis by the egoism ana folly of I! Duce 
If its people want to break the power of 
their tyrant and restore their country to 
its historic role as a peaceful and demo- 
cratic state they deserve any 
that can be given them.

This is a substantial sum, but | 
it could easily be made the basis 
of exaggerated optimism 

“It must be placed against the 
large mumber of workers now 
covered who will have a claim 
upon it-in the event of unemploy- 
ment at the end of the war. it 
is conceivable that, at least for 
short periods, well over half of 
the insured total and it is cer- 
tainly possible that 1,000,000 may 
draw benefits for at least short 
periods.”

Under the Marsh report's sug- 
gested amendments to unemploy- 
ment insurance, benefits will vary 
with wage rates prior to unem 
ployment The Beveridge plan 
makes the benefits vary with the 
age of the recipient. The maxi- 
mum for a married man under the 
Marsh plan would be $20.52 a week 
and under the Beveridge plan the 
maximum is $9 a week 

The retirement or old-age pen- 
sion proposed by Sir William is 
$9 a week for a couple and $5.25 
for an individual, compared with

_ Is Founded on 
12-Year Study, 


OTTAWA, March 16—-—(CP)— 
Dr, Leonard C. Marsh, 37-year-old 
expert on social sciences whose 
report outlining a basis for a 
Canadian social security plan was 
| made public today, is a former 
assistant to Sir William Bever- 
idge, author of the widely-public- | 
ized social security plan for the 
United Kingdom, 

Born in England, Dr. Marsh's 
connection with Sir William was in 
1930, immediately prior to coming 
to Canada as lecturer in economics 
and chief investigator of social re- 
search at McGil! University. 

MADE INTENSIVE STUDY 

The report which he now has 
prepared as research adviser to the 
reconstruction advisory committee 
is based largely on_ intensive 
studies he has made of Canadian af- 
fairs during the past 12 years 

Entering the London Schoo! of 

Economics im 1925 on an inter- 
collegiate scholarship, he studied 
economics, political science, pub- 
lic administration, economic his- 


tory, sociology and geography. 
He received his Bachelor of 
Science degree in economics in 


1928, with first class honors, and 
later obteined his M.A, and Ph.D. 
degree at McGill, 

In addition to writing and assist- 
ing in the preparation of a number 
of works on economic problems, Dr 


Marsh organized and conducted a 
study tour of Denmark, Sweden,| 
Finland and Russia in 1936. He has} 
also travelled widely in the British 
Isles, Europe and the United States
